The two words that any coach, in any 
sport, dreams of being able to associate 
with their team, are exactly what sum- 
marizes the 1990 University of Nebraska 
volleyball team: Depth and Experience. 

Nebraska volleyball coach Terry Pettit, 
who enters his 14th season at the helm 
of the Huskers, states, “We have a lot of 
depth, we have experienced players, out 
like always, health and the lack of injuries 
will determine whether we are in control 
of who is on the court and what positions 
they are playing.” 

Nebraska has to replace two starters 
from last season’s team which finished 29- 
4 and runnerup at the NCAA Tournament. 
Nebraska graduated middle blockers Vir- 
ginia Stahr, who started four years and 
Carla Baker, who started for three seasons. 

We feel that we have the talent to step 
in and play at the middle blocker posi- 
tion,” Pettit said. “Stephanie Thater will 
compete for a starting spot as a middle 
blocker. She is extremely strong and 
played well in the matches she started in 
last year. Sara Hesch is experienced, 
knows our system, and is working hard to 
develop the strength and endurance to 
play a full season without injuries.” Pettit 
also said Cris Hall could move over from 
her outisde hitting spot and play some 
middle blocker, and said, freshman re- 
cruit Nikki Stricker, contend for signifi- 
cant playing time at middle blocker. 

Nebraska is extremely talented at the 
outside hitter position. Pettit has the good 
fortune of having four all-conference or 
better calibre athletes to fill three posi- 
tions. These include Janet Kruse, Eileen 
Shannon, Linda Barsness and Hall. Pettit 
said, “These players give us as much 
strength at the outside hitter position as 
we have ever had. Each is capable of 
playing either left or right side and they 
are all strong passers. | have to think that 
maybe we are as good and as deep in 
outside hitters as anyone we will play 
against this season.” Nebraska also has 
sophomore Debbie Brand, who has ex- 
ceptional ball handling skills and fresh- 
man recruit Laura Luther at the outside 
hitter position. 

At the setter position, Nebraska returns 
1989 first-team All-America selection Val 
Novak, and Pettit anticipates her having 
an even stronger 1990. Novak will be 
backed up by sophomore Valerie Ver- 
muelen and Stricker. 

Four newcomers, all native Nebraskans, 
Join the team this fall in Stricker, Laura 
Luther, Kim Kinnan, and Jessica Walter. 


All four were picked to play in the Ne- 
braska Coaches Association All-Star match 
and have earned a long list of athletic 
honors in several sports. Stricker, a First- 
Team Mizuno High School All-America 
selection, has been considered by some 
recruiting sources as the one of the top 
recruit in the nation. She is joined by fel- 
low Super-State honoree Luther, who has 
a quick arm swing and good ball handling 
skills. Kinnin and Walter are players who 
the NU coaching staff believes can de- 
velop into fine players. They lack expe- 
rience, but both have the physical tools 
to be assets to the program down the 
road. 

In terms of overall strengths this year, 
Pettit says, “‘l think that we will be a very 
good, possibly exceptional defensive 
team. Defense is really a combination of 
ball-handling skills, blocking and experi- 
ence, and we have all three of those things. 
The other thing that this team will be able 
to do, more than any other Husker team 
in the past, is that it has interchangeable 
parts, so that we can make adjustments 
and match up. We have so many offensive 
weapons, we will probably just go with 
what ever the other team gives us and not 
have to rely on an individual getting 25 
kills in a match.” 

Pettit says that overall, “We feel as good 
about this team entering the season as any 
team we have ever had. Replacing Stahr 
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and Baker is no more of a challenge than 
we have had in past seasons, when’ we 
have had to replace people like Lori En- 
dicott, Karen Dahlgren or Kathi DeBoer. 
Seomone will step in and rise to the chal- 
lenge.” 

The Huskers will face one of their 
strongest schedule ever, meeting nation- 
ally ranked teams like Pacific, Hawaii, UCLA, 
illinois, Ohio State, Stanford and Brigham 
Young on the road, and hosting other 
teams as Wyoming, Texas, Minnesota, |I- 
linois State, Texas A&M, Purdue Wiscon- 
sin, North Carolina, BYU, and, or course, 
Big Eight Conference foes. 

Pettit says of the schedule, “Much of 
the schedule was put together three years 
ago, anticipating that we would have a 
very good team this season. We wanted 
to present the toughest schedule we 
could, with our goal not necessarily win- 
ning every match, but allowing us to test 
ourselves and experiment with different 
lineups during the season. When the NCAA 
Tournament comes along, we will have 
seen most of the team that might realist- 
ically compete for the national champi- 
onship. It is an exciting schedule and the 
fact that we face many of those team on 
the road is also challenging. If we can 
come through this schedule in good 
shape, there is a chance that we can take 
that and use it to our benefit in the na- 
tional championships.” 
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The 1989 Huskers celebrate a three-game victory over Illinois in the finals of the NCAA Mideast 
Regional Championships and earn a trip to Hawaii and the Final Four, 
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One of the major factors in last year’s 
NCAA runner-up finish, senior All- 
American Val Novak has her sights set 
on winning the last game of the season 
in 1990. After successfully making the 
transition from outside hitter during her 
first two seasons to setter last year, No- 
vak led the Huskers to a 29-4 record in 
1989 and in the process, earned herself 
a first-team ACVA/Russell All-America 
berth. 

For her career, Novak has 1,772 set 
assists, second to the 3,077 of former 
teammate, Lori Endicott, a member of 
the USA National Team. Novak ranks fifth 
on NU’s all-time service ace charts with 116, ranks seventh with 800 digs 
and her career hitting percenage of .310 is in the top 15. She has played 
333 games in three seasons with 675 kills for a 2.03 per-game average 
and 156 total blocks. 


In 1989, she led the nation with 13.74 set assists per game and 
guided the Huskers to the country’s top hitting percentage at .3101. Last 
season, she set a Husker four-game match record with 78 set assists 
against Colorado and recorded the third-highest season total at 1,608. 
She eamed first-team All-Big Eight Conference honors for the second 
year in a row, and was voted the MVP of the conference tournament. 
She earned all-tournament honors in three invitationals, receiving MVP 
selection in Minnesota’s Reebok Classic and NU’s Runza Invite. 

In 1988, Novak finished with 373 kills, 10th-best on NU’s season 
charts, and her 3.30 per-game average was the third highest on the team. 
She had 17 matches with 10 or more kills and finished with a 288 hitting 
percentage. She had a career-high 93 kills against Colorado, and twice 
posted .571 hitting marks. Her 350 digs led the team and was the fourth- 
best ever by a Husker. She earned first-team All-Big Eight and Big Eight 
All-Tournament honors. < 

In 1987, as a freshman, Novak recorded 216 kills, the team’s third- 
highest season total. She had a .394 hitting percentage while averaging 
2.1 kills per game, She was an honorable-mention All-Big Eight selection 
hitting .302 in league action. She had 30 service aces, 47 blocks and 
236 digs and was an all-tournament selection at the Gillette Dairy/Prairie 
Maid Invitational.

At the beginning of last season, 
Linda Barsness was viewed as one 
of the country’s dominating hitters, 
but in the second match of the sea- 
son, Barsness suffered a season- 
ending knee injury. Because she had 
a volunteer red shirt season as a 
freshman, the entire year of eligi- 
bility was lost. During her sopho- 
more season, she had a stress 
fracture in her foot, but finished the 
season with 465 kills, the third-best 
total ever for a Husker. 

For her career, Barsness has 596 
kills in 155 games for a 3.39 per-game average. She has 88 blocks, 
318 digs, and 24 service aces. She ranks in the Nebraska all-time 
top 10 in kills and digs. 

Last year, she played in just three games, recording 10 kills 
and a .381 hitting percentage. She had nine kills in just two games 
in the season-opening match against Drake, before going down 
in the lowa contest. 

im 1988, Barsness led the Husker offense with 465 kills and 
a 4.08 per-game average.

She 
posted a personal-best of 29 kills in the Huskers’ five-game victory 
against the 1988 NCAA champion Texas Longhorns in the Ne- 
braska Coliseum. Barsness had 29 matches with 10 or more kills 
including a season-ending string of 13. Six times she had over 
90 kills and collected 156 in 12 Big Eight Conference matches. 
Her 290 digs were the team’s third-highest total and she also was 
third on the team with 79 blocks. She was a second-team Alll- 
Big Eight Conference selection and honorable-mention Lee Jeans/ 
Big Eight All-Academic, while earning Big Eight Player-of-the- 
week one time. 

im 1987, as a freshman, Barsness saw limited action, ap- 
pearing in just 38 games. She had 41 kills, 23 digs and nine blocks.

Following an outstanding sum- 
mer of volleyball, participating at the 
1990 U.S. Olympic Festival and with 
the U.S. National “B” Team, Cris Hall 
became a dominating factor in the 
Huskers’ offense last year. Hall, a for- 
mer Kansas high school high jump 
and long jump champion, will offer 
NU Coach Terry Pettit and the 1990 
Huskers the chance to have the most 
powerful attack force in the country. 

For her career, Hall has 
amassed 430 kills in 155 games for 
a 2.77 per-game average. She has 
had 19 matches with 10 or more kills and has had 20 or more 
three times. She has recorded 33 service aces, 91 blocks, 309 
digs and a .214 hitting percentage. 

in 1989, Hall suffered minor back problems early in the 
season, but came back to earn all-tournament honors at both the 
Big Eight Conference Championship and the NCAA Mideast Re- 
gion Tournament.

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A First-Team Russell All-America 
and Third-Team GTE Academic All- 
America selection as a sophomore 
last season. Janet Kruse has already 
mixed athletics and academics to 
national recognition proportions. An 
impact performer, she became the 
first ever true sophomore volleyball 
player in the Big Eight Conference 
to earn All-America status and last 
summer, made her second straight 
appearance in the U.S. Olympic 
Festival. : 
For her career, Kruse has already registered 607 kills in her 
212 games for a 2.86 per-game average. She has a .284 career 
hitting percentage, 40 service aces, 142 blocks and 355 digs. She 
has had 24 matches with 10 or more kills, six with 20 or more 
and the second best match total of 33, established last season. 


In 1989, her 463 kills ranked second on the team and fifth 
on the NU all-time season list.

Lincoln, Nebraska, today, takes nationwide lead- 
ership with two honors: “Most Livable City” and 
“All-American City,” and when two different sources 
arrive at the same conclusion, it is time to take notice.

Bob Devaney continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the 
same vigor, enthusiasm and administrative excellence that marked him as one of 
America’s greatest football coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 

Devaney is in his 29th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the 
Cormhusker athletic program. He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of 
building a successful football program, and he succeeded far beyond anyone's 
expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker football coach, Devaney’s teams 
won 101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .899. His career 
mark of 136-30-7 for .806 ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the 
time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney’s teams won eight Big Eight titles and two 
national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine 
bowl games. He twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Since becoming athletic director in 1967, Devaney has brought the same success 
to the overall Husker athletic program that he brought to the football program. 
Under his leadership, Nebraska annually sets the pace in the Big Eight all-sports 
race with solid entries in all men’s and women's sports. 

Under Devaney’s guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf 
has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium Office building was con- 
structed, and sports facilities such as the Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball 
Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed Weir Track and the women’s softball stadium 
have come into being, and a new indoor practice facility. 

It was Devaney's leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Legis- 
lature, that resulted in the passage of a special cigarette tax to provide funds for 
a new athletic complex, the beautiful basketball arena-indoor track-swimming and 
other sports building which opened on the State Fair Grounds in 1976. University 
of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney’s contributions to that four-and-a-half- 
acre structure by naming it the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 

A graduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high 
school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena in Michigan before 
joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957 he became 
head coach at Wyoming where his teams posted a 35-10-5 record.

She is a native of Gettysburg, Pa., and earned her B.S. 

She continued 
her education at the State University of New York at Cort- 
land, receiving an M.S. degree in 1970 and at Texas Wom- 
en’s University, earning her Ph.D. in psychology of motor 
learning and administration in 1977. 

Her duties at NU include the daily operations of the 
women’s intercollegiate sports programs. As an experience 
administrator, teacher and coach, she demonstrates both 
the leadership and administrative “know how” which has 
contributed to the success of the women’s programs. 

Dr. Hitoner is a member of the National Association for 
Collegiate Directors of Athletics, the Council of Collegiate 
Women Athletic Administrators, the National Association 
of Athletic Marketing and Development, and the Lincoln 
chapter of the Administrative Management Society. She is 
Currently serving on the Board of Directors of the University 
of Nebraska Federal Credit Union, and is a past president 
of the NU Association for Administrative Development.
